There were two changes in the teaching staff in Merri- 
mack in September, 1934, Miss Martha Lord being em- 
ployed to take the position left vacant by Mrs. Ruth Law 
who resigned, and Madeline Nash being elected to the 
vacancy caused by the transfer of Miss Irene Somerville 
from School No. 7 to the primary grades at Thornton’s 
Ferry. 

During the summer vacation, the Thornton’s Ferry 
schoolhouse was remodeled from a one-room building to a 
two-room modern school building. It cost for remodeling 
the building, exclusive of heating and toilets, approximately 
$3500; the caustine toilets and automatic oil burning, hot 
air heater costing approximately $1000 more. Thornton’s 
Ferry now has a well-lighted and heated up-to-date school- 
house which should accommodate all of the pupils in this 
section of the town for many years to come. 

The completion of the school removed the necessity of 
transporting the upper grades to Reed’s Ferry, and in part 
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accounts for the increase in enrollment at Thornton’s Ferry 
and the decrease in Reed’s Ferry. 

On January 2, 1935, there were 28 more pupils attending 
school in Merrimack than on the same date in 1934. 
Twenty of these pupils were in elementary schools, and 
eight at McGaw.

To the Superintendent of Schools, the. School Board’ and 
Citizens of Merrimack: 


In June, 1934, five pupils were graduated from McGaw. 
One entered the University of New Hampshire in Septem- 
ber and the others are engaged in various kinds of work. 
One of the pupils who was graduated in June, 1933, also en- 
tered the University last September. 

When school opened in September there were forty-three 
pupils and on January 1 the number remained the same. 
The classes are divided as follows: Six Seniors, eight 
Juniors, eleven Sophomores, and eighteen Freshmen. 

In the natural course of events there will be an incoming 
class next fall numbering more than the class being gradu- 
ated in June, and some provision must be made to seat them 
as every seat 1S now in use. 

As has been our custom for the past few years, two boys 
were sent to Colby, and one girl to the University of New 
Hampshire to enter prize-speaking contests. Last Novem- 
ber a play was given to raise funds to defray the expense of 
these trips. The play was a success financially as well as 
dramatically.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD OF MERRIMACK 


Merrimack, N. H., February 28, 1935 
To the Citizens of Merrimack : 


At the special meeting of the School District of Merri- 
mack on Saturday, April 14, 1934, the district voted to re- 
model the Thornton’s Ferry School into a two-room build- 
ing. It was further voted to raise the money for this project 
by bonding the town not to exceed $3,500.00, this indebted- 
ness to be reduced by $1,000.00 each year thereafter until 
this debt was all paid.

This committee worked in co-operation with the 
school board and other interested citizens to provide an eco- 
nomical, adequate, and efficient school plant at Thornton’s 
Ferry. 

The committee put in a great deal of time and effort ob- 
taining economical plans, and then in having these plans 
developed into the efficient school building which we now 
have at Thornton’s Ferry. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the committee 
for their efficient service in providing more adequate facili- 
ties for the training of the boys and girls of Merrimack.
